Power Down 

Is 2013’s nuclear-free summer the beginning of 
an end game for San Onofre?

O n the beach side of the San Ono¬ 
fre Nuclear Generating Station 
(SONGS), a banner with an omi¬ 
nous message hangs from the side of one 
of the buildings: “Safety Through Con¬ 
tinuous Observation.” 

At least, the sign was there 14 years ago, 
when I toured SONGS for an article I was 
writing about anti-radiation pills at the 
invitation of the plant’s owner, Southern 
California Edison (SCE) (see “Prescrip¬ 
tion for Disaster,” Jan. 28,1999). Nowa¬ 
days, you can’t see the banner because the 
plant is closed—it hasn’t been producing 
energy since radiation leaked from the 
plant back in January 2012. 

The leak led engineers to further exam¬ 
ine steam-generator tubes that had been 
built as part of a replacement system 
SCE had purchased several years earlier 
from Mitsubishi Heavy Industries (MHI), 
which SCE claimed at the time was a 
“like-for-like” switch in technology, thus 
one that did not warrant a lengthy, expen¬ 
sive license review by the Nuclear Regula¬ 
tory Commission (NRC). 

The future of San Onofre may now 
rest on the question of whether SCE 
misled the NRC when it made that 
claim, covering up the fact that it knew 
the replacement steam generators 
were substantially different, consist¬ 
ing of untested technology. Critics of 
SCE charge that despite knowing the 
replacements were inherently risky, 
the company chose profits over safety 
by keeping this knowledge to itself. In 
private letters from that time that have 
just now been made public, in fact, SCE 
officials themselves admitted they were 
“very concerned” about the possibility of 
“design flaws” that could lead to “disas¬ 


trous consequences” in the form of wear 
and tear on replacement tubes. 

This is exactly what happened, of 
course. After shutting the plant down 
more than a year ago, SCE officials studied 
the damage to the tubes and, in March of 
this year, came back with a plan to restart 
SONGS at 70 percent capacity—a so-called 
“voluntary license-amendment request” 
that, once again, would avoid a lengthy 
federal regulatory review. The company 
insisted running the generators at a lower 
power would make them safe. 

“The amendment is consistent with 
SCE’s plan to operate the unit’s steam 
generators at 70 percent power as a con¬ 
servative safety measure,” according to a 
company press release issued at the time. 
“SCE would like to restart Unit 2 by the 
summer to meet peak customer demand 
for electricity.... The San Onofre nuclear 
plant is the largest source of baseload gen¬ 
eration and voltage support in the region 
and is a critical asset for reliability and in 
meeting California’s clean energy goals.” 

In April, the NRC gave preliminary 
approval to SCE’s plan, but environmen¬ 
tal groups such as Friends of the Earth 
(FOTE) protested, claiming in a petition 
to the Atomic Safety & Licensing Board 
Panel (ASLBP) that the company had 
failed to solve the problems that had 
caused the damaged tubes and thus had 
no basis for claiming it was safe to restart 
the plant. “It would be an outrage and a 
betrayal of the public’s trust if the NRC 
were to concede to Edison’s demands,” 
said Kendra Ulrich, a FOTE nuclear cam¬ 
paigner. “Edison’s own experts disagree 
with one another as to the cause of the 
damage, but agree that the reactor’s steam 
tubes will be in danger of bursting in a 


matter of months. And the [NRC] says this 
poses no hazard?” 

By May 1, SCE’s parent company, 
Edison International, had admitted in 
a conference call to investors that if it 
didn’t win permission to restart SONGS 
by the end of 2013, it would likely have no 
option but to shut it down permanently. 
Company officials blamed hundreds of 
millions of dollars in costs associated with 
the plant’s 15-month shutdown, includ¬ 
ing repairs and inspections, to the tune of 
$109 million, with an additional replace¬ 
ment power cost of $444 million. Two 
weeks later, the ASLBP ruled in favor of 
FOTE’s petition to prevent SONGS from 
reopening without a full public review, 
effectively dooming SCE’s plans to restart 
the plant this summer. 

But SCE’s problems had only begun. 

In response to demands the company 
release material on what it knew and 
when it knew it, the company made public 
a 2005 letter, in which SCE vice presi¬ 
dent Dwight E. Nunn told MHI that it 
had grave safety concerns about several 
aspects of the Japanese company’s work. 
“We urge MHI to aggressively pursue a 
solution to these problems,” Nunn wrote. 
Subsequently, SCE released another letter 
by Nunn that went into even more detail 
about SCE’s worries that MHI’s work 
could lead to “unacceptable consequences 
(e.g., tube wear and eventually tube plug¬ 
ging)” that would lead to a “disastrous 
outcome for both of us and a result each of 
our companies desires to avoid.” 

When SCE made these early concerns 
public, it did so along with an Orwellian 
May 28 press release that sought to por¬ 
tray the letters as evidence of the com¬ 
pany’s long-standing concern for safety. 
The press release was titled “SCE Exer¬ 
cised Responsible Oversight for Replace¬ 
ment Steam Generators at the San Onofre 
Nuclear Plant.” Expressing outrage at 
the revelation that SCE was aware of the 
potential problems but did nothing to 
prevent them, U.S. Senator Barbara Boxer, 
referring to SCE’s claims as “gobblede- 


gook,” responded by demanding that the 
Justice Department investigate whether 
the company broke the law by misleading 
the NRC about safety at San Onofre. 

And it’s not just environmental groups 
and liberal Democratic congresswomen 
who find SCE’s handling of SONGS laugh¬ 
able. One industry source whose company 
owns power plants in California (and 
asked to not be identified) said that SCE 
has bungled the crisis at the plant ever 
since Jan. 31, 2012, when the radiation 
leak occurred. “[SCE’s] handling of the 
initial radiation leak from San Onofre was 
ridiculous,” he said. “The spokesperson 
from Edison initially concluded both that 
Edison didn’t know the level of the radia¬ 
tion leak, but that the radiation leak was 
no threat to the public or their workers. 
That just doesn’t stand to reason and calls 
into question Edison’s credibility.” 

The expert also echoed concerns that 
given San Onofre’s unique location in 
the midst of one of the largest masses of 
humanity on the planet—Southern Califor¬ 
nia—it should be held to the highest possi¬ 
ble scrutiny. “There is significant scrutiny 
across the country of the operation of any 
nuclear plant that is either within 50 miles 
of a major population area or is vulnerable 
to natural disasters such as earthquakes,” 
he said. “San Onofre has three black 
marks: Nearly 9 million people live within 
a 50 mile radius, and [it has] vulnerability 
to both earthquakes and tsunamis.” 

Given all the controversy swirling 
around the plant—most recently, the 
California Public Utilities Commission 
announced it will probe why SCE never 
made its safety concerns public earlier— 
it’s looking increasingly unlikely that 
SONGS will ever reopen, concludes Bill 
Walker, a FOTE spokesman. “The bottom 
line is that the crisis for Edison is mount¬ 
ing every day; there is a new call for inves¬ 
tigation every day,” Walker said. “The 
question is, are we in the end game? Is the 
clock ticking on an inevitable announce¬ 
ment on when they will close the plant?”

Remembering the legendary owner of Old Newport’s 

much-missed steakhouse

I wish I would have met Sid Soffer. 

I’m not saying we would have hit 
it off; it might have been similar to 
matter and anti-matter colliding for 
all I know. It could have resulted in a 
Newport Beach brawl that would have 
spilled out onto Old Newport Road and 
gone down in the annals of drunken 
OC pugilism, trumping even the Duke’s 
whiskey-fueled exploits at the Balboa 
Bay Club.

two cities began holding their meetings 
on the same night—in order to spare 
them his presence at one of them, no 
doubt—he rushed from one to the other 
just to vex them. To this day, the three- 
minute-maximum speaking time at the 
Costa Mesa proceedings is rumored 
to have been enacted because of him. 
Toward the end of his residency in OC, 
an otherwise-innocuous difference of 
opinion over a few parked cars turned 
into a personal grudge match that landed 
Sid a bench warrant and a one-way trip 
as a fugitive to Las Vegas—but he always 
promised to return. From there, he ran 
his restaurant by remote control, with 
video cameras monitoring the comings 
and goings of his employees.

The epic 
back bar reportedly came around the 
Horn during the 1800s and ended up 
in a saloon in Cripple Creek, Colorado, 
before making its way to Newport 
Beach. A flamenco guitarist was often in 
the corner. The food at Sid’s was great— 
super-basic but great. The amazing 
baseball-cut top sirloin (still the best 


I’ve ever had) and other steaks were 
served on hot metal plates with can¬ 
died carrots and mashed potatoes, no 
substitutions. I liked the fact Sid wasn’t 
trying to gouge anyone or pretend to 
be someone he was not. And everyone 
was treated the same, from Newport 
Beach bluebloods to mangy local surf¬ 
ers—he didn’t care where you came 
from; nobody got special treatment. He 
always paid his chefs well and got the 


best guys from Five Crowns, working on 
their days off. 

I’ve heard Sid was a tough boss (one 
bearing a striking resemblance to Dos 
Equis beer’s “Most Interesting Man In 
the World”), as well as a complex guy. 
Even though he was volatile, confronta¬ 
tional and in possession of a quick tem¬ 
per, he was loved by and had the loyalty 
of many employees, some of whom quit 
and came back over and over. A long- 



Sid was a maverick by 
anyone’s standards, for sure, 
locking horns with local 
government on a constant 
basis. A small-government 
guy, he just wanted to be left 

time bartenuer said he walked at least 
45 times but always returned when Sid 
needed him. He was also a great lover 
and supporter of music, starting when 
he ran the legendary Cafe Frankenstein 
in Laguna during the end of the Beat 
Generation era before opening the Blue 
Beet, the just-as-legendary steakhouse 
that still stands today. 

What I respect about Sid the most is 
he realized restaurant victory or defeat 
is measured in pennies, not dollars. 

He called it “finding the whey.” Whey 
is a byproduct of cheese manufacture, 
either discarded or used for other pur¬ 
poses. “Finding the whey” meant find¬ 
ing the free money, making a buck off 
something you don’t have to pay for. 

He saved the trimmings from prepping 
steaks to utilize in his weekly specials, 
such as beef grenadine ($2.50 per plate 
at the time) and his amazing stroganoff. 

Sid cared (a lot!), but it was “his foot¬ 
ball,” as he would put it. In other words, 
his ball, his game. What will become of 
the Sid’s Steakhouse legacy? He passed 
away in 2007 in Las Vegas, living in self- 
imposed exile, never getting a chance 
to make a gleeful return to Zooport and 
thumb his nose at John Law one more 
time. Well, the property has been in 
limbo for a long time and I’m not at lib¬ 
erty to discuss what I do know. Let’s just 
say Sid did it right, and regardless of the 
property’s outcome, I wouldn’t change a 
thing—past, present or future.

The Boy With the Nachos In His Side 

DEAR LIMEY: For starters, you're not going 
to find much chile and yellow cheese in New 
Mexico, or even in all parts of Texas—the two 
states have about as much in common as Doc¬ 
tor Who and Star Wars.

Miguel Pulido Wants to 
Save the Fire Pits! 

Is Santa Ana’s Mayor-for-Life the last, best hope to 
save the county’s beach tradition from NIMBYers?

I can’t believe I’m about to write this, 
but SanTana Mayor-for-Life Miguel 
“Don Papi” Pulido just might be 
the last, best hope to save OC’s beach 
fire pits from the idiots at the South 
Coast Air Quality Management District

I just praised the Don Papi— and it ain’t 
the Wild Turkey talking! 

After a lifetime of siding with the elite, 
of dismissing the problems of the hoi

Orange County Supervisor Shawn 
Nelson is the county’s other voice on the 
board, but he has all the grace of Dana 
Rohrabacher around alcohol. Pulido, 
on the other hand, is known as the Don 
Papi for being able to sell anything to 
anyone, for befriending Republicans and 
Democrats alike. As the sole Latino on the 
board, Pulido can also rally Mexis across 
Southern California to stand behind the 
issue (so far, the most vocal opponents 
of the proposed ban have been awesome 
gabachos in Newport and H.B.).

Carne Asada Summer! 

The best spots in Orange County (and one in 
Carson?) to buy Southern California’s 
greatest barbecue tradition 


G et with the Reconquista, people: 
This is carne asada country, so 
stop trying to slow-roast ’cue in 
some overpriced contraption, only to get 
results not worthy of a Memphis trash 
heap. It has been since the Californios 
ruled cattle empires, since the Americans 
who overtook the state would pretend to 
be Mexicans by cooking beef all day next 
to the beach. As with the breakfast bur- 
rito and bacon-wrapped hot dog, the meat 
is now so ubiquitous that Southern Cali¬ 
fornians with not a drop of mestizo blood 
line up at supermarkets all summer long 
to buy carne asada for the grill. 

You can try to marinate carne asada 
on your own, but why not just let a 
Mexican do the job, just as you do with 
everything else? Living in Aztlan gives 
us the benefit of many markets that sell 
carne asada preparada— pre-marinated 
so any silly gabacho can just throw it on 
the grill and char it to chewy, tender, 
succulent success. In fact, so many mar¬ 
kets now dot OC that I can split them up 
into three categories: 

THE BEHEMOTHS 

The past decade has seen an explosion 
of Mexican supermarket chains overtake 
Orange County, from the Carlos Slim- 
owned El Super to the Korean-owned 
Superior to even outposts of the San Fer¬ 
nando Valley-based Vallarta chain. But as 
someone who has lived in Orange County 
his entire life and grew up in Anaheim, 
it has been amazing to see the growth 
of Northgate Gonzalez Supermarket 
from a singular dive off Anaheim Boule¬ 
vard to a 37-store behemoth that spans 
Southern California—and I don’t say this 
just because my pops is a truck driver 
for the company. What’s coolest about 
Northgate is that despite the massive 
expansion over the past three decades, 
its quality has never dropped. The carne 
asada, in particular, is still great, adding 
profound doses of onion and chiles that 
make placing it on the grill a fragrant, 
sonorous triumph. And lest folks think 
I’m playing favorites here, a plug for the 
loyal opposition: Local labor is planning a 
campaign to unionize Northgate’s work¬ 
ers, with a protest already having hap¬ 
pened May Day in San Diego and more to

come soon in la naranja. Should be fun! 
Find your nearest Northgate 
at northgatemarkets.com. 

THE MOM-AND-POPS 

Despite the rise of Mexican supermar¬ 
kets, a chingo of mom-and-pops still rule 
the OC carne asada scene. Go beyond 
the ones gabachos have long lionized—El 
Campeon in San Juan Capistrano, Lake 
Forest’s El Toro Gourmet Meats, the 
El Metate mini-chain, all good—and 
try other spots. Marina Ranch Market 
(34146 Pacific Coast Hwy., Dana Point, 
949-496-4669 ) impresses with carne 
asada heavy on the chile; La Bodega 
Market (259 S. Tustin St., Orange, 714-633- 
7978 ) marinates and slices its asada so it 
nearly looks like sashimi, so translucent 
and beautiful it is. Roland Rubalcava over 
at Rubalcava's (506 W. Chapman Ave., 
Placentia, 714-524-0117 ) is the nephew of 
the Rubalcavas who run the excellent La 
Reina Markets in Orange and Anaheim 
(which also sell great carne asada), but 
the cabron adds his own twist by never 
freezing the meat and marinating it adobo 
style, so it turns into smoky, spicy bliss 
upon hitting the grill. And while a lot of 
people swear by El Toro Meat Market in 
SanTana, the owners aren’t fans of this 
paper, so fuck ’em. 

THE BEST 

But I cannot lie: When I grill, I drive all 
the way to La Venadita ( 22035 S. Main 
St., Carson, 310-830-7099 ). What I wrote 
about them a decade ago in this infernal 
rag still stands: “Si, this carniceria isn’t 
located in OC. But I’d drive to the black 
center of [former racist Newport Beach 
council member] Dick Nichols’ soul if 
La Venadita relocated there. La Vena- 
dita’s carne asada is peppery, laced with 
jalapeno seeds, and so tender even after 
cooking it should be illegal.” I don’t know 
what I was trying to do with that last slice 
of the sentence, but my recommendation 
remains. Sorry, OC: LA beats us this time. 
Now, drive out to Carson already! 
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CIELO MAR Y TIERRA

The Jewish Deli 
Long Beach Needs 

Mosher’s Ocean Boulevard spot adapts to fit 

the needs of the locals 


T he West Coast might not be able to 
compete with New York when it 
comes to Jewish delis, but it’s hard 
to get used to lunches in Long Beach with¬ 
out a good one around. You know, the kind 
that are always named with a possessive 
(Canter’s, Langer’s, etc.) and serve pastrami 
on rye with bowls of matzo ball soup on 
the side. Growing up, LA seemed to possess 
one for every lunch meeting my father had, 
but since moving to Long Beach, I’ve been 
hard-pressed to find a place that makes its 
own corned beef. 

Then I discovered Mosher’s. There are 
two locations in Long Beach: The first is 
across the street from Wilson High School 
and is a house-turned-walk-up snack 
shack with no parking and a small patio 
on which teenagers can be seen grubbing 
on calories they won’t have to think about 
for years. The other is on the bottom floor 
of a newer Ocean Boulevard high-rise 
across the street from City Hall and has 
a patio that stretches back into a housing 
complex’s underutilized courtyard. Many 
prefer the Ocean Boulevard location both 
for its adult clientele and its resemblance 
to a one-stop neighborhood grocer. Instead 
of alienating the majority of its customer 
base—who may not even know what matzo 
is—Mosher’s has adapted to fit the needs of 
local residents. 

Without a proper supermarket nearby 
(Top Valu is six blocks up), Mosher’s has 
begun stocking two refrigerated cases 
of fresh produce, plus a fridge contain¬ 
ing such essentials as eggs and milk. The 
menu continues to add unlikely items for 
a Jewish deli—custom juice blends, pork 
carnitas, pancake breakfasts, Lousiana- 
sausage sandwich—but the classics remain

intact. House-made corned beef can come 
either hot or cold, with lean, salty slices. 
The chicken matzo ball soup is heartier 
than most, with vermicelli and chunks of 
white meat balancing out the hand-formed 
al dente matzo ball. Try both by getting a 
half-sandwich-and-soup combo for $8.95. 
There’s also an entire menu of hot dog 
items, each all-beef frank (top price $5.75) 
loaded up as either a chili dog, sauerkraut 
brat or Chicago-style. 

Some of the nontraditional dishes at 
Mosher’s are also addicting: French fries 
topped with a meaty red-bean chili; the 
tuna Mazatlan sandwich, made with lightly 
mayonnaised tuna that’s tossed with celery 
and cilantro (what the Sinaloan coastal 
town has to do with this sandwich is still 
beyond me). Every meal comes with a 
pickle spear on the side and access to the 
condiment bar that lays out canned essen¬ 
tials alongside several in-house relishes. 
Though not entirely authentic—New 
Yorkers, roll your eyes before ordering— 
Mosher’s is watering a Jewish-food desert 
with a few key elements. Nothing is piled 
mile high, and sometimes it all comes out 
a little oversalted, but when Greenblatt’s is 
all the way in Hollywood and you don’t feel 
like driving down to Benjies in Santa Ana, 
Mosher’s is a cheap lunch spot that knows 
what Long Beach needs.

Veggie Plate at Pita Grill 


Y ou don’t expect a place with a logo 
this bright and corporate-looking— 
not to mention its location in an 
Irvine Co. outdoor food court, next to Sub¬ 
way, a Pizza Hut and the umpteenth outlet 
of Flame Broiler—to resemble anything but 
the chain itself. 

But you’d be wrong. Don’t let that logo 
or even the generic name lead you to think 
this place is anything akin to its neighbors. 
There’s only one Pita Grill, and this is it—an 
eatery that would be a major discovery if 
you had found it in Anaheim’s Little Arabia, 
but doubly so here in Irvine. The kebabs 
explode with juice, are deeply flavored with 
tongue-tingling spices and are cooked to 
your desired degree of doneness. Twirling 
columns of meat are shaved with a hand¬ 
held device that whirrs and whinnies. The 
staff will pile it up in snowy mountains, 
then serve it with pita bread and a potent 
garlic toum to slather all over—it’s one of 
the best garlic pastes in the county, just as 
good (if not better) than Zankou’s. 

And then there’s the veggie plate, 
which is what you should order if you’re 
a first-timer. For a little less than $10, you 
can choose any five items from a lengthy 
array of entrees, all of it fresh and chilled 
or fresh and hot, depending on the dish. 
There’s musaka, tabouleh, fatoush, even a 
crab salad that isn’t vegetarian, but one you 
should order anyway. The falafels (two per 
order) are well-seasoned and craggy, with

just the right amount of interior moistness; 
the fried cauliflower is so addictive you 
forget it’s cauliflower; the hummus is as 
smooth as buttercream. Enjoy it now; with 
something this good and popular (long 
lines form daily), it won’t be much longer 
before it franchises and becomes the chain 
you mistook it for.

Screwdriver at Fish Camp 

D id you know that Fish Camp, that excellent 
fast-casual spin-off of King's Fish Flouse, 
served breakfast once? It did! We even wrote 
about it two years ago. On offer first thing in 
the morning were not just the typical breakfast 
fare of pancakes, bacon and eggs, but actual 
crab, worked into an omelet and bagel with 
fresh lox. There was even steak-and-eggs for 
those who'd otherwise scrunch their faces at 
seafood for breakfast, and parfaits and oat¬ 
meal forthose healthy-living types. 

If any of this tempts you, you are about a 
few months too late. The idea was abandoned 
at the start of the year because, as it turns out, 
most customers preferred to save trips to Fish 
Camp for when they could drink beer, eat fish 
and chips, slurp oysters, and peel shrimp— 
that is to say, lunch and dinner. About the only 
thing that remains of the breakfast offerings 
is the drink list, with Bloody Marys, mimosas 
and, because the bar already has the orange 
juice and vodka, screwdrivers. 

THE DRINK 

I ordered the screwdriver to drink with my 
usual spread of poke, calamari, and the sea¬ 
soned peel-and-eat shrimp because, well, 


ordering a mimosa or a Bloody Mary after 
the sun goes down seems weirder to me 
than fish for breakfast. The screwdriver was, 
well, just that: orange juice and Seagram's 
vodka. There wasn't a bartender making the 
drink, but rather a cashier, who reached into 
a fridge from somewhere behind the counter 
to take out a plastic gallon jug of off-brand 
orange juice, pour the contents over some 
ice in a highball glass, then top it off with a 
very generous amount of the spirit. 

I'd be lying if I said it went well with 
the food I ate, but I drank it thinking of the 
once-brave breakfast experiment this very 
capable restaurant attempted. I can only 
imagine how much better this screwdriver 
would taste washing down a crab omelet 
with a side of bacon.

KARLEKENS TRADGARD: 

THE VIKING BREAD RECONQUISTA 

Of all the flags I see flying in the Valle de 
Guadalupe—the tricolor bandera nacional, 
the red-white-and-black emblem of the 
jutbol champion Xolos, and more political 
flags than I care to think about—the last 
one I expected to see was a gold Scandi¬ 
navian cross on a blue background, the 
Swedish flag. 

Said Swedish flag was accompanied by 
a sign that read, “SWEDISH BAKERY” 
in large, friendly, English letters, which 
caused me to make an unbelievably dan¬ 
gerous left turn off the El Tigre-El Por- 
venir highway and park under a Persian 
mulberry tree. A Swedish bakery—an 
English-speaking Swedish bakery—in the 
middle of the Valle de Guadalupe? 

Karlekens Tradgard, Swedish for “The 
Garden of Love” and pronounced “chair- 
le-kens trade-gord,” is run by Caroline 
Garcia, a native of Halland province on the 
west coast between Helsingborg and Gote- 
borg, and her Mexican husband, Jaime. 
Caroline is as rubia y zarca (blond-haired 
and blue-eyed) as St. Lucia, and from her 
recipes and the outdoor brick oven Jaime 
built for her comes Swedish baking in the 
most un-Swedish of locations. 

The flagship product is three kinds 
of bread: white “Bulgarian” bread; pan 
molocano, a dark bread named for the 
Molokans, the Russian equivalent of our 
Puritans, an anti-Orthodox religious 
group who were the original winemakers 
(including the Bibayoffs) in Baja Cali¬ 
fornia; and an anise-and-fennel-tinged 
sweet bread with dried fruit tucked inside 
that goes perfectly with the queso anejo 
from the famous Rancho Cortes nearby. 
They’re all made by hand. 

“Made by hand” is more literal than 
you know: One day, at a party after they 
moved, Caroline mused aloud how she’d 
like to make Swedish bread, but she 
couldn’t find any rye. Someone men¬ 
tioned that it had planted some rye. A 
deal was struck, and hyper-local bread 
was born. 

Serendipity? Or the hand of some long- 
obsolete Viking god? Caroline and Jaime 
may buy the rye from Rancho Cortes, but 
they mill it into flour themselves—with 
a manual mill, while Jaime searches 
out stones to make a larger stone mill 
to allow for larger batches and more 
production. Meanwhile, though, every 
morning, there are candied peanuts and 
cinnamon rolls, as well as energy “balls” 
rolled in sweetened coconut. They make 
wine, too, a creditable but sweet Zinfan- 
del and an excellent vino de granada— 
pomegranate wine. 

The bread is delicious, and the nice 
surprise is the price: In a place where 
chemical-laden pun Bimbo that sticks 
behind your teeth costs 30 pesos per loaf, 


the Garcias’ big, rustic loaves cost 40 
pesos—a little more than $3. 

MARISCOS EL MAZATENO: 

HOME OF THE FINEST TACOS DE 
CAMARON ENCHILADOS AROUND 

Mariscos El Mazateno is a weekend¬ 
morning ritual for everyone from attor¬ 
neys to students to families to nuns from 
a nearby convent, and it is such a part of 
Tijuana city life that you can get a taxi 
from the border with no more Spanish 
than “ Al Mazateno , por favor.” They’ll 
know—everyone knows, and everyone 
goes for the spiced shrimp tacos. 



The menu is short, sweet and to the 
point: various tacos, including fried 
snapper, octopus with or without chile, 
shrimp with or without chile. If you 
order tostadas or any kind of ceviche or 
cocktail, you’ll see the cocktail station 
spring to life: They’re fast, and they’re 
excellent, but they’re not why there’s 
always a scrum. Ask if there’s any cahua- 
manta (a gumbo-like soup made from 
manta ray) or tuna-fin stew; those tend 
to sell out early. 

Back to the tacos, though: The Super 
Mazatena is what you see most people 
eating—an improbably large number of 
shrimp swimming in dark-red chile sauce 
and tucked into enormous flour tortillas 
with quesillo (milky, salty string cheese 
originally from Oaxaca). You’ll be given 
a tub of shredded, salted cabbage, a con¬ 
tainer of table cream, pico de gallo, limes 
and various hot sauces. Dress your taco as 
you like it, and then eat. One’s good; two 
is better. 

The best part about these enormous 
tacos is the cost: 50 pesos ($4) for a 
huge taco.

Great Salads 

Eat light this summer with these spectacular, 
refreshing (and filling!) plates

S alads get a bad rap. It’s the name: 
salad. We tend to associate the 
word with lettuce, usually iceberg, 
which is flavorless, bland—the antithesis 
of a steak. For those on a diet, salad is 
punishment. But perhaps comedian John 
Pinette put it best when he said, “Salad 
isn’t food. Salad comes with the food.” 

But in a lot of cultures other than our 
own, salad is food. Food is salad. My 
unproven hypothesis is that the word 
“salad” exists only in meat-centric societ¬ 
ies that need something to describe a food 
that contains mostly vegetable. Herewith 
are 10 great variations, some of which, 
yes, do contain meat, but all are reasons 
alone to visit. 

CRISPY CATFISH AND MANGO 
SALAD, THAI NAKORN 

When you see this dish, you will no 
doubt ask, “Where’s the catfish?” Indeed, 
nothing shaped as a fish will be found 
anywhere in the dish. Not a head, a fin 
or even a tail. Instead, dotting the salad 
will be some golden-brown, crunchy 
crumbles that resemble Grape Nuts 
cereal, tangled in the shredded young 
mango, red onion and chile. These gran¬ 
ules are the catfish. Little morsels of 
it will be strewn about, functioning as 
fish-flavored croutons. A dressing of lime 
juice, nuclear chile, sugar and pungent 
fish sauce will lace each wispy spoonful 
of the stuff, its flavors bright and intense. 
This is a salad you’re actually better off 
eating with rice.

But this is a salad, a 
great one that demonstrates the wonder 
that is jackfruit, a vegetable that vegans 
have embraced as a natural, convinc¬ 
ing meat substitute.

But before you 
have it in a taco at Seabirds, have it here, 
where a tart, fish-sauce-based dressing, 
and herbs such as lemongrass and basil 
cut through it invigoratingly. Best of all 
will be the planks of light-as-air rice 
crackers that surround the salad mound 
as if life rafts.

As He Likes It 


Shakespeare, comic books—for the Avengers auteur, it’s all the same thing

A fter completing five months of 
principal photography on The 
Avengers, Joss Whedon flew back 
to Los Angeles and threw himself a wel¬ 
come-home party. As the guests circled 
his pool, he asked friends such as Firefly’s 
Nathan Fillion, Angel’s Amy Acker and 
Buffy the Vampire Slayer’s Alexis Denisof 
if they were busy the following week. “I 
was stalking everybody,” says Whedon. 
“Nobody knew why.” 

Whedon wasn’t busy—he was contrac¬ 
tually forced to take a break before 
launching headlong into seven more 
months of Avengers post-production. 

But instead of taking his wife on a 
2Oth-anniversary vacation, he decided 
to spend his 12 days off shooting this 
year’s summer film: a microbudget, 
modernized, black-and-white version 
of Much Ado About Nothing, filmed in 
his own Malibu back yard (and kitchen 
and living room). 

“That’s how he decompresses,” says 
Kevin Feige, the president of Marvel 
Entertainment. “He decompresses 
from making a movie by making 
another movie. Which is pretty sad.” 

Whedon himself doesn’t see much of 
a leap from adapting Stan Lee to Wil¬ 
liam Shakespeare. 

“Marvel comics are so influenced by 
Shakespeare,” Whedon protests on a 
recent morning in a courtyard outside 
his second home, his office in Santa 
Monica. His arguments: Both Mar¬ 
vel and the bard cranked out stories 
about heroes, betrayals and passionate, 
implausible romances. And as the direc¬ 
tor, Whedon’s job is the same for both 
films. Bringing the Incredible Hulk to 
life is akin to resurrecting Hamlet: Fans 
already know the character; they want 
to see a personal twist. “That’s the fun 
of taking a sacred text—do I have any¬ 
thing to offer? I’m here trying to figure 
out why Ursula is in this scene the same 
way I’m trying to figure out why Hawk- 
eye is in this fight—you want everybody 
to shine,” says Whedon. “That’s sort 
of what all of my stuff is about: Every 
character gets to stand up and say, ‘I’m 
here, I exist, I matter, here’s why.’” 

Spun that way, the challenges—if 
not the costs—of his two movies are 
parallel. Like the adventures of Captain 
America and Iron Man, Much Ado is an 
ensemble piece with grandiose ideas 
of duty, brotherhood and honor. Can 
the wicked Don John (Sean Maher) 
convince Claudio (Fran Kranz) that 
his fiancee, Hero (Jillian Morgese, an 
Avengers extra Whedon cast from a 
Skype audition), is unfaithful? Will 
Benedick (Denisof) duel his best friend 
at the behest of his lady love, Beatrice 
(Acker)? And why should virginity be a 
woman’s greatest virtue? 


Though Much Ado is seen as one of 
Shakespeare’s fluffier rom-coms—it does, 
after all, end in a double wedding—when 
Whedon reread it with a director’s eye, 
he was struck by its twisted potential. 
“It’s like I’d never read it before,” he 
says. “‘Oh! This is dark and weird and 
manipulative and kind of uncool—I love 
it!”’ Capitalizing on its unusual-for-1599 
erotic frankness, Whedon decided to 
open the film with a furtive one-night 
stand (“They have always happened 


throughout the history of men and 
women, and sometimes men and men”) 
and recast the male role of Don John’s 
comrade Conrade with Garfunkel and 
Oates comedian Riki Lindhome. “It made 
for more sex,” jokes Whedon. “Villain 
sex, which is nice and twisted.” 

Both Whedon and Shakespeare have 
been notable in their times for writ¬ 
ing well-rounded female characters. 
(Which, depressingly, implies that 
in 400 years of fiction, well-rounded

female characters are still a novelty.) 
Whedon insists he adapted Much Ado 
because it was “less pressure” than 
Hamlet. But this supposedly lesser com¬ 
edy also contains Shakespeare’s harshest 
attack on sexism. 

“Much Ado’s the one where he just laid 
it on the line,” explains Whedon. Not 
only is the sharp-tongued but sympa¬ 
thetic Beatrice smarter than every man in 
the play, but she also gives a wrenching 
speech in which she laments that gender 
prevents her from exacting vengeance 
on the men who slandered her cousin. 
“O God, that I were a man! I would eat 
his heart in the marketplace,” growls 
Acker’s Beatrice, and her beau has no 
choice but to pledge to do the violence 
that she cannot. 

“That fucking scene!” grins Whedon. 
“It’s just so bold and ballsy!” 

Whedon isn’t the first Marvel 
director to straddle superheroes and 
Shakespeare. Before he shot Thor, Ken¬ 
neth Branagh made Henry V, Hamlet 
and, yes, his own version of Much Ado 
About Nothing. In Thor, you can hear 
it. When star Chris Hemsworth cries, 
“This mortal form has grown weak,” he 
could be wielding a hammer or a copy 
of Coriolanus. 

“Basically, Branagh was doing 
Shakespearean drama with Loki,” says 
Whedon, “and then I got to make fun 
of it by having Tony Stark call it ‘Shake¬ 
speare In the Park.’” Yet Whedon’s 
Much Ado remains unique, if for no 
other reason than his timing. Who else 
would go from making the top-grossing 
movie of 2012—more than $1.5 billion 
and counting—to shooting an entire 
feature for less than The Avengers’ 
catering budget? 

Unlike Branagh, Whedon is no actor. 
His sole Shakespearean stage experi¬ 
ence was in college, where he per¬ 
formed both parts in a scene between 
Othello’s Rodrigo and Iago. (He was 
supposed to have a partner, but he 
claims he was too young and shy to 
make friends.) Later, Whedon hosted 
casual readings at his house, so when 
he called up his old buddies after his 
homecoming party and asked if they’d 
come by for a bit of Much Ado, a few 
didn’t realize they’d agreed to a movie 
until they arrived. As for the friends he 
didn’t call, a few called him. “They were 
like, ‘What up?’ and I was like, ‘Well, 
the leads were already cast, and you’re 
too big to play Second Watchman.’” 

Alas, they missed an extended 
party that won’t stop until Much Ado 
is released on Friday. The film was 
shot with mostly natural lighting, 
so when the sun set, Whedon called 
wrap. The cast would pour drinks, 
jump in the pool, even start dancing 
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Sigh No More, Homies 


Much Ado About Nothing is Whedon at his best

if the morning’s call time wasn’t too 
crazy. His home became a Hollywood 
summer camp. Some nights, he’d sit 
down to a quiet dinner with his wife 
and two kids, and a camera operator 
would walk through the room. “We had 
no idea they were still in the house,” he 
says and shrugs. 

When Much Ado got accepted to South 
By Southwest, Whedon kept the good 
times going. Some of the cast couldn’t 
afford a plane ticket to Austin, so he 
rented a tour bus, christened it “Bus Ado 
About Nothing” and invited everyone to 
pile in for the 20-hour drive. They spent 
it mooning cars, watching Cabin In the 
Woods and shooting six-second Vines of 
themselves dancing the Harlem Shake¬ 
speare. “It was a lot more fun than 
doing press for Avengers,” says Whedon. 
So why not rent a tour bus to take the 
superstars of Avengers 2 on their 2015 
publicity tour? “They’re lovely people,” 
he says, laughing, “but I don’t think 
that’s going to fly.” 

Like a man suddenly remembering 
what’s paying for the mortgage on his 
Much Ado set—rumor has it his next 
Marvel payday is $100 million, which 
he denies—Whedon doubles back with 
a smile. “Right now, I’ve got my secret 
passion project, and it’s Avengers. Well, 
it’s a secret that it’s my passion project,” 
he insists. “People go, ‘But what are you 
really interested in?’ like that’s my day 
job. But they don’t understand that I have 
the world’s greatest day job.” 

Whedon comes off just as frank about 
his success. He’s a third-generation Hol¬ 
lywood writer—his father wrote for The 
Golden Girls and his grandfather for The 
Donna Reed Show. A creative career was 
as natural as taking over the family gro¬ 
cery store. Still, for humility’s sake, he 
laments he “feels like a failure” because 
he can’t play an instrument, throw a ball 
or draw. 

(He also won’t take the bait when asked 
if his Much Ado can make Shakespeare 
“cool.” “Yeah, yeah, and can you make 
Beethoven melodic, you arrogant prick?”) 

Year by year, Whedon is reclaiming one 
of art’s dirtiest words: populism. “I find it 
personally interesting that all of my favor¬ 
ite artists, almost without exception, were 
popular in their lifetimes: Shakespeare, 
Dickens, John Singer Sargent, Sondheim,” 
says Whedon. If Shakespeare were writ¬ 
ing today, he wouldn’t be suffering off- 
off-off-Broadway—he’d be on HBO. “He’d 
be making something sexy and strange,” 
speculates Whedon, “and he’d be seeing 
it through.” 

In turn, Whedon hopes his own work 
will live on as Shakespeare’s has. Not 
that he fantasizes about an auteur in 
2413 discovering new subtexts in Firefly. 
He’d be happy being one voice among 
many declaring their dreams for man¬ 
kind. “To have created something that 
may not be remembered, but pushed the 
boulder of human decency forward just 
a tiny bit,” beams Whedon, “that would 
mean more to me than somebody on a 
rocket ship circling Saturn staging epi¬ 
sode three of Buffy.” 


I n Joss Whedon’s The Avengers, Iron 
Man gets off a good burn on Thor 
during their intramural fight in the 
woods: “Shakespeare In the Park?” he 
says. “Doth mother know you weareth 
her drapes?” Like any good Shakespear¬ 
ean pastiche, The Avengers began in 
medias res, with a glowy cube thing rip¬ 
ping open a hole in space and admitting a 
Nordic trickster god, the culmination of 
events set in motion before the rise of the 
curtain. Whedon, whose body of work is 
almost entirely composed of television 
genre fiction, shares other traits with 
the Beardwright of Stratford, including 
his facial hair, populist leanings, affec¬ 
tion for clever wordplay, willingness to 
kill beloved characters and penchant for 
strong women. 

While Whedon plans the second outing 
of Super Punch Action Team, his tiny pro¬ 
duction of Much Ado About Nothing strips 
away all the CG chrome and frenetic pac¬ 
ing of that huge tent-pole flick to lay bare 
the core elements of his style: fusillades of 
wit, romantic chemistry, sharp character¬ 
ization, tough-ass heroines and dramatic 
confrontations. For Baz Luhrmann, Romeo 
+ Juliet was an excuse to make a really Baz 
Luhrmann-y statement, and Whedon like¬ 
wise uses Much Ado as an armature for his 
own thematic interests. With its interro¬ 
gations of gender, feminism and marriage, 
Shakespeare’s comedy is an apt vehicle for 
Whedon’s own storytelling agenda. 

Despite the character’s Club Monaco 
single-breasted suits, Much Ado About 
Nothing remains the play you tackled 
in middle-school English, the tale of an 
enchanted sausage festival in the country 
beset by a ridiculously evil villain, the 
action still hinging on the incongruously 
cruel humiliation of a young girl. The 
plot pivots on gossip and gullibility, and 
the title is a typically multiheaded Shake¬ 
spearean pun that draws together ideas of 
rumor, misunderstanding and—according 


to scholars of dirty Elizabethan slang- 
vaginas. Prithee look it up. 

Through the adept wingmanship of Don 
Pedro (Reed Diamond), prince of Ara¬ 
gon, the dimwitted Claudio (Fran Kranz) 
wins the hand of Hero (Jillian Morgese), 
daughter of Leonato (Clark Gregg), whose 
country estate provides the play’s setting. 
Bastard Prince Don John (Sean Maher) 
and his conspirators convince Claudio, 
via some trickery and a mistaken-identity 
scenario, that he is entering matrimony 
pre-cuckolded. Actually, everyone in the 
play is deceived at some point with regard 
to important relationships except for the 
villain and the malapropism-spewing Con¬ 
stable Dogberry (Nathan Fillion). But it’s 
perhaps worse that Claudio refuses to take 
Hero’s word over Don John’s, and even 
her father believes the villain’s decep¬ 
tion. Whedon’s version of the subsequent 
bros-before-hos dumbassery aligns with 
his own explorations of gender inequali¬ 
ties and social attitudes, which in the past 
were often accompanied by tightly choreo¬ 
graphed martial-arts combat. 

All of this is the background against 
which Benedick (Alexis Denisof) and 
Beatrice (Amy Acker), avowed singletons 
whose friends wish they would just get a 
room already, are tricked into expressing 
their love for each other. While taking 
care with Shakespeare’s text, Whedon 
expresses his own sensibility through the 
staging, lodging Benedick in a little girl’s 
bedroom strewn with stuffed animals, 
and archly framing one of Shakespeare’s 
most troublesome lines of dialogue by 
visually acknowledging its racism. 

Denisof and Acker portrayed star- 
crossed lovers in Whedon’s 1990s-era 
vampire-detective series Angel, and 
Whedon capitalizes again on their chem¬ 
istry and wit. And here’s the thing about 
Acker: When you pack energy densely 
into a compact space, you either have a 
bomb or a battery, depending upon how 


quickly that energy is released. Acker 
detonates Beatrice’s “O God, that I were a 
man” speech with fire and passion, vent¬ 
ing a lifetime’s frustration at the subservi¬ 
ent lot of women. Whedon suggests the 
timelessness and universality of Much 
Ado, and he clearly wants his audience to 
be as uncomfortable with it as the author 
intended. Because shit, son, that wedding 
scene is always hard to watch. 

But as a comedy, the final act is about 
restoration and union, as well as the 
unmasking of Hero’s virtue. Whedon 
approaches the story with a tremendous

amount of joy. Reportedly filmed in a 
week’s time in Whedon’s home, the shoot 
was essentially a house party, the direc¬ 
tor’s pleasure in the people and setting 
palpable in the final cut. Shakespeare is a 
living art, relatable and pleasure-extrud¬ 
ing with or without pantaloons, always 
as fun and engaging as its participants. 
Whedon, whose interests in vampires and 
spaceships are adjacent to his feminist 
perspective and love of classic literature, 
is a lot of fun, and he has talented friends.

The not-bad The Purge asks which life is worth more

H ere’s a category idea for bar trivia: 
Collect one-sentence plot sum¬ 
maries of young-adult novel series 
and R-rated horror films, and see who can 
distinguish which from which. The one in 
which the kids kill one another for sport 
is approved by school districts for extra¬ 
credit reading, as is the one in which the 
government forces extreme plastic surgery 
on everybody But the YA crowd will have 
to sneak into theaters showing The Purge, 
even though it’s exactly the same kind of 
chilling, violent, moralizing what-if tale- 
just with characters who say “fuck” once 
in a while. 

Oh, and the lead—here, Ethan Hawke— 
never has to try on dresses or choose 
between complementary hunks. 

The Purge’s hook would be good for 
at least a trilogy of Scholastic originals. 

A decade from now, the U.S. has mostly 
solved its crime, unemployment and home¬ 
less problems with one Hunger Games- 
style tweak: On one night in March, it’s 
perfectly legal for Americans to kill anyone 
they want to. Experts on TV news over¬ 
heard in the movie attest that the release 
offered by this “purge” keeps us from 
murdering one another the rest of the year. 
Others hem and haw over its trickle-down 
effect: With the wealthy locked down in

their homes, it’s the poor who tend to die 
on purge night, often at the hands of gangs 
of “hunters” sporting Occupy-like masks 
and shouting things such as “Die, homeless 
pig!” The movie disapproves of this behav¬ 
ior, of course, but lends it ugly credence in 
the implication that the economy is boom¬ 
ing thanks to the elimination of what Paul 
Ryan would call “the takers.” Here at last 
is the inevitable crossover between Atlas 
Shrugged and Bumfights. 

As in YA, one sensitive kid figures out 
that all of society is evil or phonies or 
whatever. In this case, it’s the excellent Max 
Burkholder, playing the son of Hawke’s 
James Sandin. Dad is a newly wealthy 
peddler of security systems; son is a likable 
inventor geek who has built a radio-con¬ 
trolled Roomba-like toy with a security cam 
on top, a device that gives you something to 
guess at during the film’s dull patches: How 
exactly will it pay off in the climax? 

The family—Lena Headey is mom, and 
Adelaide Kane is the teen daughter whose 
plaid schoolgirl skirt the camera dutifully 
leers at—holes up behind dad’s elaborate 
security system to wait out purge night. 
After some misadventures, the son sees a 
black homeless man (Edwin Hodge) run¬ 
ning down the street of their ritzy subdivi¬ 
sion. The man is screaming, “Help me!” 


Gunshots crack in the night. The kid, not 
up on his Ayn Rand, disables the security 
system and invites the man into the house. 
Think Guess Who’s Coming to Be a Button- 
Pushing Moral Quandary? 

Soon, a lynch mob in animal masks 
and prep-school uniforms is banging on 
the door, demanding the homeless man 
be surrendered—or the family be killed. 
Writer/director James DeMonaco wrings 
this for some memorably tense scenes, 
especially in the second act, when the 
family is split over what to do while the 
homeless man hides in the house, uncer¬ 
tain whether he has been given sanctuary 
or is still being hunted. 

Unfortunately, all this big-idea drama— 
whose life is worth more?—soon gives 
way to an inevitable home invasion. The 
film opens with faked surveillance foot¬ 
age of purge-night violence: the destitute 
savaged by the solvent. That’s meant to 
be upsetting. But after too many scenes of 
Hawke and Headey stalking around the 
house with flashlights, the climax is the 
close-quarters combat that’s supposed to 
be exciting, with Hawke dispatching more 
faceless adversaries than is justifiable in 
a film committed to reminding us of the 
horribleness of violence. 

The movie demonstrates, with some 


urgency, that it’s a bad idea to allow heav¬ 
ily armed citizens to storm about their 
own neighborhoods, looking for people 
outside their demographics. But its rote 
action climax also suggests, maybe with¬ 
out meaning to, that in the hands of the 
heroic, all that firepower is a force for 
good. As in so many Hollywood spectacles, 
the message and medium are at hopeless 
odds: This plea for peacefulness must 
contain the only thing the studios are reli¬ 
ably adept at showing us anymore—dudes 
killing other dudes, kind of awesomely. 
Wayne LaPierre will hate the first hour, 
but he will love the end. 

Still, the set-up is arresting, the domes¬ 
tic scenes well-observed and -acted, and 
the payoffs involving that Roomba toy 
excellent. Also, a late-film twist isn’t a sur¬ 
prise, exactly, but it is delicious. Outside 
that dopey climax, the only thing tragic 
here is that it’s so rare for movies osten¬ 
sibly engineered for adult audiences to 
aspire to the thematic complexity and dar¬ 
ing of novels ostensibly for kids.

JUNE 7 
Passion 

Brian De Palma returns with this visually 
delirious, Hitchcock-inspired pulp remake 
of 2010 French thriller Love Crime. Rachel 
McAdams and Girl With the Dragon Tat¬ 
too star Noomi Rapace co-star as social¬ 
climbing ad women whose rivalry leads to 
a hilariously convoluted murder plot. The 
film is full of everything De Palma’s fans 
and detractors have come to associate him 
with, building to a fantastic orchestra-hall 
set piece, complete with split-screen pho¬ 
tography. It’s good, mean fun. 

JUNE 14 
The Bling Ring 

Sofia Coppola’s based-on-batshit-true- 
events drama follows celebrity-obsessed 
teenage thieves who robbed Paris Hilton 
and Lindsay Lohan of roughly $3 million 
worth of cash, clothes and jewelry. Emma 
Watson, Leslie Mann and American Hor¬ 
ror Story’s Taissa Farmiga co-star in Cop¬ 
pola’s follow-up to Somewhere, that really 
good drama starring the guy in those 
electronic-cigarette ads. 



Man of Steel 

Now that Christopher Nolan’s Batman is 
dining (and probably whining) across the 
Mediterranean, and Marvel is cramming 
multiplexes with Avengers-related enter¬ 
tainment product, DC and Warner Bros, 
have prioritized the reboot of the biggest, 
nicest hero himself. And while direc¬ 
tor Zack Snyder struck out with Sucker 
Punch, the most recent Man of Steel 
trailers suggest this could be a serious, 
character-driven adventure. And after 
hearing him read that sorority letter, we 
can’t wait to kneel before Michael Shan¬ 
non as General Zod! 

JUNE 21 
Maniac 

This remake of sleaze-meister William 
Lustig’s singularly depraved riff on Psy¬ 
cho is shot mostly from the perspective 
of a killer, as in actual, first-person POV 


photography. That killer is played by lil’ 
Elijah Wood, so presumably achieving 
that Wood’s-Eye-View involved setting the 
camera on a Roomba. He may seem a weird 
choice to play a mommy-and-hooker- 
obsessed serial murderer, but remember 
Wood as Sin City’s lady-killing cannibal? 

World War Z 

How many people does it take to save a 
horror-thriller? First, Babylon 5 creator J. 
Michael Straczynski penned a script, then 
Lions for Lambs screenwriter Matthew 
Michael Carnahan rewrote it, then Cabin 
In the Woods director Drew Goddard 
and Lost show-runner Damon Lindelof 
stepped up for substantial rewrites— after 
much of the movie had been filmed. But 
even with seven weeks of reshoots and 
a six-month release delay, we still want 
to see this compromised adaptation of 
Max Brooks’ popular, imaginative “aural 
history of the zombie crisis.” It’s a big- 
budget zombie movie starring Brad Pitt 
and character actor wiz David Morse. 
Tickets, please. 

JUNE 28 
I'm So Excited 

Pedro Almodovar chases his masterfully 
disturbing body-horror melodrama The 
Skin I Live In with this sex comedy about 
flight attendants who will do anything to 
keep their customers happy. It’s exciting to 
see Almodovar return to peppy, deranged 
farces, especially as he’s now a better film¬ 
maker than when he made such lopsided 
gems as Women On the Verge of a Nervous 
Breakdown. It would be better still if that 
Almodovar discovery Antonio Banderas’ 
part in this showcases how far he has come 
as an actor since Tie Me Up, Tie Me Down! 

Museum Hours 

Among the most buzzed-about titles at 
the 2012 Toronto International Film Fes¬ 
tival, Jem Cohen’s Museum Hours stood 
out, partly because it didn’t star James 
Franco with a grill and wasn’t directed 
by P.T. Anderson. Set in the historic Vien¬ 
nese art gallery Kunsthistorisches Art 
Museum, Cohen’s breakout follows a 
security guard and a mysterious guest as 
they pore over paintings and talk about 
their lives and the city’s history. 

JULY 5 

The Lone Ranger 

After Rango, we shouldn’t underestimate 
director Gore Verbinski, even if he did 
direct two of those dire Pirates of the Carib¬ 
bean sequels. Yes, watching Johnny Depp 
play Tonto sounds borderline offensive, but 
the film is bound to be visually dynamic 
thanks to Verbinski’s knack for cartoonish 
set pieces. Jack White provides the score, 
and nostalgia provides the audience. 
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The Way , Way Back 

Once the Sundance Film Festival is under 
way, it only takes a couple of days before 
a few titles are hyped as that year’s must- 
see films. The Way , Way, Back, a sweet 
coming-of-age story set in a water park, 
is one of this year’s word-of-mouth hits.

Pacific Rim

If the film is anywhere near as violent and 
operatic as del Toro would have us believe, 
it might make up for the fact that the Pan’s 
Labyrinth director will never make that 
adaptation of H.R Lovecraft’s At the Moun¬ 
tains of Madness he has been trying to land.

Hunnam and Ron Perlman turn up along 
with Idris Elba, Rinko Kikuchi and Charlie 
Day from It’s Always Sunny in Philadelphia. 

JULY 19 

Computer Chess 

Set in the ’80s, this comedy concerns the 
designers of one of the earliest chess¬ 
playing computer programs. Within the 
short-lived cycle of mumblecore indie 
dramas about self-involved twentysome- 
things, Andrew Bujalski’s films stand 
apart. He has an ear for hilarious, natu¬ 
ralistic dialogue, and his scope has grown 
ambitious: Beeswax, his third feature, was 
a Whit Stillman-inspired romantic drama, 
as well as a capitalist critique—will Big 
Chess feel a sting from this one? 

R.I.P.D. 

This M.I.B.-e sque, high-as-a-kite-concept 
action-comedy stars Ryan Reynolds and 
Jeff Bridges as ghost cops—meaning 
ghosts who happen to be cops rather than 
cops who gun for ghosts. The plot: While 
Bridges shows Reynolds the ropes of 
ghost cop-dom, the duo try to track down 
the man who killed Reynolds’ character, 
probably either Kevin Bacon, Mary-Lou- 
ise Parker or James Hong. This is director 


Robert Schwentke’s follow-up to RED, the 
only comic book movie in which Helen 
Mirren teams up with a really big gun. 

JULY 26 

Fruitvaie Station 

After winning Sundance’s Grand Jury 
Prize, Ryan Coogler’s indie drama was 
acquired by the Weinstein brothers and 
sent to Cannes. The Wire’s Michael B. Jor¬ 
dan (Wallace!) stars as Oscar Grant, the 
real-life Bay Area resident gunned down 
in late 2009. Chad Michael Murray and 
Kevin Durand co-star as Grant’s killers. 

AUG. 2 
2 Guns 

Icelandic filmmaker Baltasar Kormakur 
seems to have adopted a one-for-you, one- 
for-me approach to filmmaking. Before 
taking on 2 Guns, a crooked cops-vs.-mob 
thugs comic-book adaptation starring 
Denzel Washington and Mark Wahlberg, 
Kormakur directed soulful, pulpy neo- 
noirs such as Jar City or last year’s The 
Deep and, uh, Contraband, a good-enough 
Wahlberg vehicle. With this film, it 
appears Kormakur is returning to dumb- 
dumb mode, but he’s a talented stylist, the 
cast is solid (Edward James Olmos and 
Bill Paxton!), and there’s nothing wrong 
with the ol’ summer pew-pew.

Blood 

Nick Murphy’s most flashy directorial 
credit is a couple of episodes of Primeval, 
the dino-hunting adventure show that 
fans of Brit sci-fi watch when Doctor Who 
isn’t on. But his feature debut, The Awak¬ 
ening, was creepy fun, and his new cop 
drama, Blood, sounds promising. Mark 
Strong and Paul Bettany co-star as broth¬ 
ers who have to investigate a murder they 
happen to have committed. 

AUG. 16 
Kic-Ass 2 

Last time, director Matthew Vaughn 
brought out the best in Kick-Ass, Mark 
Millar and John Romita Jr.’s obnoxious, 
hyper-violent, satirical superhero comic. 
Kick-Ass 2’s trailer suggests the sequel’s 
subtitle could be More of the Same, but 
hope stirs in the geek breast thanks to 
the arrival of new cast members John 
Leguizamo and Jim Carrey, the latter as a 
vigilante named Colonel Stars and Stripes. 
Carrey’s winningly deranged performance 
in The Incredible Burt Wonderstone sug¬ 
gests the once-exciting performer can still 
be funny. And if the trailer is to be believed, 
Carrey will steal this proudly profane sequel.

that practically hypnotizes. With its array 
of goofy sidekicks (Aziz Ansari as a slug 
almost runs away with the whole picture) 
and carefully crafted relationships, Epic 
certainly manages to tell a compelling 
tale. Yet in a post-L/p era where animated 
films can pulse with profound truths, 
the question remains: Is mere entertain¬ 
ment enough? (PG) Zachary Wigon.

FAST & FURIOUS 6 Much more entertain¬ 
ing than you might expect for one with 
"fast" or "furious" or "six" in the title, 
director Justin Lin's Fast & Furious 6 offers 
the series' most resplendent parade of 
chases and crashes yet, all shot and cut 
in that radical new style, the one where 
audiences can apprehend in one viewing 
just what is supposed to be going on. In 
the most exciting sequence, there's a tank 
to be brought down, a hilariously high and 
long bridge, and winning business with a 
harpoon. That ridiculousness is topped by 
the climax, when the franchise's action 
figures must stop a cargo plane from tak¬ 
ing off. Everybody races at what seems to 
be impossible speeds, for what seems to 
be 15 minutes, down what certainly is the 
world's longest runway. There's nothing to 
laud here in terms of storytelling, and the 
dialogue is all quips and exposition, but 
Lin aces something rare: the spirit of free¬ 
wheeling play. His chases seem to take 
place in the mind of a 10-year-old, and 
there are few of the stiff dramatic scenes 
that in earlier editions suggested that 
10-year-old's Hot Wheels had gotten stuck 
in the sandbox. Tyrese is given more one- 
liners than he's had since 2 Fast 2 Furious. 
Warheaded leads Vin Diesel and Dwayne 
"The Rock" Johnson leaven their hulking 
by making it clear their characters relish 
the mayhem. And the non-vehicular action 
is ace, especially an extended womano 
a womano between Gina Carano and 
Michelle Rodriguez, and one sublimely 
dumb bit of tag-team ass-kicking from 
Diesel and Johnson. (R) Alan Scherstuhl.

FILLTHE VOID Rama Burshtein's Fill the 
Void opens on green leaves, smiling 
faces, lush billows of fabric that when 
pieced together, the sensuous images 
accumulating into a fuller picture, 
become a wedding dress, tulle and silk 
diffusing the glow. Engagements, wed¬ 
dings, births, and deaths: This film is a 
more traditional kind of marriage plot than 
you might expect in 2013, and Burshtein 
has cited Jane Austen as a major influ¬ 
ence. Even within the sometimes intimate, 
sometimes suffocatingly close Hasidic 
Jewish community of Tel Aviv, where 
these life cycle events take place, love is 
not easy. And from the dense, textured 
carpet of her characters' emotions, 
Burshtein draws gorgeous threads and 
holds them to the light. The film centers 
around 18-year-old Shira (Hadas Yaron), 
who is about to be engaged when her 
older sister Esther (Renana Raz) dies in 
childbirth. Esther leaves behind a tiny son 
and a grieving husband (Yochay, played 
by Yiftach Klein); Shira's mother (Irit 
Sheleg) is unwilling to lose a grandchild 
to Yochay's inevitable remarriage, so she 
devises a plan to wed Shira to Yochay. 

A fumbling courtship follows. Shira's 
painful, tightly wound interactions with 
Yochay make clear that she's still a child, 
unable to articulate what she wants or 
make herself vulnerable to him, while a 
weary Yochay desires only to be wanted 
and cared for in return. The Hasidic com¬ 
munity is never shown interacting with 
society at large, only moving through it 
out of necessity. And that insularity—the 
void—results in deep psychic pain for the 
people trapped within its rigid structure, 
even as that structure supports them.

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Cardboard Mexicans 

Ramiro Gomez Jr.’s army of Latino-laborer cutouts are ready 

to invade Orange County

F or the past two years, artist Ramiro 
Gomez Jr. has conducted a fabulous 
public art-cum-sociology experi¬ 
ment in LA’s Westside with cardboard 
Mexicans. The San Bernardino native 
creates cutouts of Latinos engaged in 
working-class jobs—a housecleaner, a 
carwashero, a man selling star maps—and 
installs them in the settings where their 
real-life counterparts toil, to see if anyone 
will distinguish the real laborers from the 
fake. 

Unsurprisingly, most people don’t 
notice the difference. From a distance, 
they blend seamlessly into the environ¬ 
ment, driving home Gomez’s point that 
Latino labor in Southern California— 
especially labor in the service of the lords 
of the land—is so taken for granted, so 
ultimately invisible, that you can place a 
forgery there, and no one will care. His 
faux-Latinos will stay up for hours, if not 
days, until someone finally figures out the 
ruse. And this is where the most telling 
act happens: Gomez writes his contact 
information on his installations, in the 
hope someone will return them, but no 


one does—just as with the workers, the 
cutouts are ultimately disposable. 

Titled Happy Hills, Gomez’s project 
is one of the most important efforts in 
American art right now, and Cal State 
Fullerton’s Grand Central Arts Center 
(GCAC) has smartly nabbed Gomez for 
the summer. His cutouts are part of an 
exhibit devoted to documenting the eter¬ 
nal wound that bleeds called downtown 
Santa Ana’s gentrification wars. It’s no 
longer much of a war, actually: restaurants 
catering to hipsters (of all ethnic groups, 
mind you) are bearing fruit akin to the 
city’s many loquat trees, and the area’s 
long-standing working-class Latino shops 
and clients are being pushed out to points 
unknown. GCAC’s John Spiak commis¬ 
sioned two recent UCLA grads, Misael 
Diaz and Amy Sanchez, to interview some 
of the participants in the downtown bat¬ 
tles, including yours truly, which play on 
a loop off a little cart. The acoustics in the 
GCAC gallery are tinny, but gentrification 
isn’t easy—it’s rather jarring and unpleas¬ 
ant but nevertheless inevitable. Near the 
cart is an interactive gallery of archival 


photos of the iconic Fourth Street over 
the years, from when only gabachos ruled 
to when Mexicans took over to the pres¬ 
ent day. The point arises again: Change is 
inevitable, if never easy. 

Surrounding that installment are some 
of Gomez’s works. He began his wrench¬ 
throwing by cutting out pages from luxury 
magazines and coloring in his faceless 
laborers, and that makes up the majority 
of the exhibit. Scrub , Yolanda , Scrub shows 
a woman slaving away on the wooden 
floor of a spectacular spa bath; Reme- 
dios Taking a Break finds another mujer 
slumped on a couch in a living room, the 
image literally ripped out of the pages of 
Dwell. Gomez’s actual drawings are sim¬ 
plistic but fit in with the dimensions and 
perspective of each shot, further reaffirm¬ 
ing his assertion of how easily Mexican 
labor can come and go from society. 

Gomez’s best work, of course, is the 
cutouts, which are largely missing here 
for a great reason. Really, the only one is 
Los Olvidados, a panorama shot in which 
Gomez placed a family of cutouts in the 
Sonoran desert next to a cross, mourning 



the loss of one of the hundreds of name¬ 
less, faceless Mexicans attempting to 
enter the United States. The family is on 
display in its own room at GCAC, for once 
forcing the viewer to take in the sadness. 
And why isn’t there more of this? Because 
Gomez is planning to cardboard-bomb 
the ritzy parts of Orange County with his 
cardboard stand-ins, to bring his impor¬ 
tant message to us heathens. Coto de 
Caza, Newport Coast and Shady Canyon: 
You’ve been warned.

Decoded 

Steve Trevino knows the 
real rules of being a man

C omedian Steve Trevino might come 
off somewhat bitter onstage, but 
the truth is he has nothing to be 
angry about. He gets to make a living by 
traveling around and cracking jokes, enter¬ 
taining the masses—and he has a gorgeous 
wife who puts up with his shit (we know 
because he talks about it all the time). 

Trevino’s set is jampacked with 
real-life stories, making him a highly 
approachable, completely humble guy. 
Before his upcoming gig at the Brea 
Improv, we used his extreme straight¬ 
forwardness as an excuse to play a game 
with him based on an MTV show to get 
some candid info from a man who always 
keeps it totally blunt. 

OC Weekly; Call me twisted , but I live for 
watching audiences get uncomfortable at 
comedy shows. Your set has some bits that 
make for moments I thoroughly enjoy. 
Steve Trevino: [Laughs.] You truly are a 
standup fan because that’s what comics 
like the most, too. Dave Chappelle said it 
best onstage one night: ‘You spend your 
entire career begging people to love you. 
Then all of a sudden, they love you, but 
now they love you too much. And now you 
want them to hate you.” Sometimes, I do 
shocking things onstage on purpose to bury 
myself because I want to see how good I 
am. I want to see if I can dig myself out of 
a hole. If I can make them laugh after they 
hate me, then I’m learning something. I 
can do the bits I usually do, but what am 
I learning? I like the challenge because I 
want to be nervous sometimes. 

Come on. What about the shit you say 
about your wife? That has to make you 
nervous that you’ll end up sleeping on the 
couch at some point. 

I’m lucky because my wife gets it. When 
we first started dating, I explained to 
her that I have to be honest onstage, and 
if I start leaving things out of my life, it 
wouldn’t be true to form. Being married 
is a big part of my life, and I think it’s 
grown because at the beginning, what 
I’d say was kind of misogynistic. Now, I 
think there is kind of an endearing qual¬ 
ity about it. [Laughs.] Now, there’s this 
frustrated man who has given in and lost, 
you know? 

What does it mean when your girlfriend 
says , “I want to take a break”? 

I think it means she is fucking somebody 
else. Men and women break up differ¬ 
ently. Women break up gradually, and 
it’s a process of things in which they 
get pissed off until they say they need a 
break. Guys are more in the moment and 
are like, "I’m pissed off now, and I need 
a fucking break from you because you’re 
asking me about money when I’m the one 


who makes all of it. Fuck you!” 

How do you feel about PDA? 

For me, an open-mouthed kiss is too much. 
My wife and I also hold hands as long as I 
can tolerate it. But really, do we have to hold 
hands the entire fucking movie? And I’ll give 
her a kiss on the lips, but a quick one. People 
are different, but open-mouthed kissing 
when there are other people around? Ughh, 
have a little respect! 

What’s the right way to pass some gas around 
a girl? 

I think you just fart. Not only do I fart in 
front of my wife, but I also try to fart on 
her foot. I’ll also fart under the blanket and 


wave it her way. She used to be like, “Ewww, 
you’re an idiot!” Now, we’re at the point at 
which we kind of have a farting game, and 
she’ll be like, “I farted on you! You’re gonna 
get it!” My wife is really classy, but when it 
comes to farting, I open the door. Let the 
games begin!

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The Dance-Music Divide 


Why are old-school electronic artists so annoyed with EDM?

B roadly speaking, if you’re an elec¬ 
tronic-music fan older than 40, you 
probably dig Danny Tenaglia more 
than Skrillex. And chances are, if you’re a 
Skrillex fan younger than 30, you’re like, 
“Who the hell is Danny Tenaglia?” 

Coachella 2013 exemplified this genera¬ 
tion gap in the world of dance music. On 
one side of the field, the modern-EDM- 
focused Sahara tent was a thrill ride 
tricked out with lasers, lights and LEDs 
designed to blow kids’ minds, featuring 
acts such as Knife Party, Dog Blood and 
Wolfgang Gartner playing hyper-aggres¬ 
sive sets full of drops. Your parents would 
hate it. 

Meanwhile, in the Yuma tent, revered 
and more underground D Js including Pete 
Tong, Richie Hawtin, Maya Jane Coles 
and Four Tet played house- and techno- 
based sets for the more sophisticated 
audiophile. Your parents could have prob¬ 
ably handled it. There were some excep¬ 
tions, but for the most part, if the Sahara 
was the future, the Yuma was 1995. 

The Yuma was new this year, largely a 
response to the success of the Sahara and 
the fist-pumping, underdressed EDM 
culture that has blossomed in recent 
years. In fact, quite a few electronic 
scenesters, now in their 30s and 40s, 
aren’t thrilled their beloved scene is now 
epitomized by overpaid superstar DJs 
and the bros who love them. Thus, many 
tastemakers feel the need to educate 
young audiences about the genre’s his¬ 
tory. The kids? They just want to ride the 
sonic roller coaster. 

“Dance music has taken a turn toward 
big spectacle,” says KCRW music direc¬ 
tor/LA electronic authority Jason Bent¬ 
ley, who played at the Yuma tent. “It all 


of a sudden became a rock show, which 
became very concerning to me and a 
lot of people in the scene. The unify¬ 
ing force of the music and the social 
dynamic of the scene and community 
were all of a sudden amended by these 
rock hallmarks.” 

Of course, as genres mature, it’s tradi¬ 
tional for the fans to splinter along age 
lines. Hip-hop, for example, has largely 
divided into two camps: older fans, who 
appreciate the more craft-conscious rap, 
and younger fans, with their flashier, pop- 
pier songs. Similarly, critics of modern, 
mainstream EDM say DJs don’t need to 
be talented to play it, that laptop “button 
pushing” doesn’t require the techni-

cal prowess of mixing records. As Diplo 
recently told Vibe, “Being a DJ is pretty 
bullshit. I’m lucky I can produce records, 
too, because DJs don’t do shit.” Even 
Deadmau5 has publicly admitted that 
with an hour of training and minimal 
technical knowledge, anyone could do 
what he does during a live concert. 

Meanwhile, the mainstreaming of 
electronic dance music has ensured 
that a once-tightknit underground com¬ 
munity has been replaced by hordes of 
aggro fans who don’t realize that artists 
such as Swedish House Mafia and Avicii 
are directly descended from the house of 
Detroit and Chicago. 

Nowadays, there’s so much money 


in the genre that the spirit of organic, 
street-born art has been replaced by 
champagne-drinking VIPs and jetsetting 
DJs. But is this a natural evolution, or a 
serious problem? 

“I think there’s always a divide 
between generations,” says Hard event 
founder Gary Richards, a rare old- 
schooler who fully embraces modern 
EDM. “But if the music is good, it’s good. 
We built a brand that the up-and-comers 
want to play, and people know they can 
go there and hear the new music and 
it’s not always about Avicii or Tiesto or 
whatever. Not to take anything away from 
them, but it’s just not what I do or what 
our brand is about.” 

Hard seeks to educate not through the 
classroom, but through compelling cura- 
tion, which can also be said about Bent¬ 
ley’s radio show Metropolis, Coachella and 
even EDC. There’s a greater opportunity 
to reach out to kids than ever before, sim¬ 
ply because so many are paying attention. 

And while the scene may never again be 
what it used to, the moment’s electronic- 
music bubble will eventually burst. The 
young folks who stick around will likely 
dig deeper into the genre, while fair- 
weather fans will move on. And then, no 
matter who’s paying attention, the genre 
will continue to evolve. 

At April’s IMS Engage Summit in LA, 
Skrillex, once-dubbed the Boy King of 
EDM by LA Weekly, had a positive prog¬ 
nosis. “You have this new bombastic, 
loud, punk-rock energy, or whatever you 
want to call it, coming in with electronic 
music,” he said, “and then you have the 
old-school techno, which comes from a 
different place and energy.... But what I 
see is that all of it is coming together.”

Re-Making 
Themselves at Home 

After a two-year hiatus, the Steelwells want 

to say, ‘Hello’... again

T he Steelwells. Remember them? 

They’re that Fullerton-bred indie- 
rock outfit that toured with Foster 
the People and Grouplove, then went into 
the studio to record an EP ... two years 
ago. Well, they want you to know they’re 
alive and well, and they’re sorry they 
never called or sent post cards. They’d 
like to make it up to you—all of you, 
Southern California. 

“It should be called the ‘Waste Your 
Gas’ tour,” Joey Winter says with a smirk 
between sips of tea outside a Starbucks 
in Santa Ana. The Steelwells front man is 
speaking of the band’s ludicrous schedule 
for the next 30 days, which includes resi¬ 
dencies in Los Angeles, Orange County 
and San Diego. “I hope we start some¬ 
thing,” Winter says, eyes wide. “I hope 
this kicks off a bunch of bands doing the 
same thing.” 

The band’s hiatus was neither inten¬ 
tional nor appreciated by any of the 
Steelwells, but was brought on by issues 
the members had no control over. “We’ve 
got music we want to put out,” Winter 
explains, skating over the details of why 
it has taken two years to do so. “We put 
out the Cool Kids EP that we recorded 
ourselves. And that was out of frustration 
because we had recorded with Jacquire 
King [Modest Mouse, Kings of Leon, Of 
Monsters and Men] a year ago, and we 
were really happy with what we did with 
him, but because of many factors ... we 
just couldn’t get the songs out.... We 
decided to take our favorite songs from 
this batch and make our own EP—record it 
ourselves, do it ourselves.” 

They also wanted to remind their fans 
they were still around and making music. 
“Make Yourself At Home is the record 
we’ve been sitting on forever,” Winter 
says, clearly frustrated. “It’s five songs, an 
EP. We’re just really proud of the work we 


did with [King], so I think we’re going to 
put out a song from that soon.” 

After spending a month on the road 
with Foster the People just as their popu¬ 
larity was exploding, the Steelwells reaped 
the benefits, too, garnering fans up and 
down the West Coast. But the attention 
span of today’s music fan is comparable to 
that of a goldfish, and a few years off the 
grid is detrimental to an up-and-coming

band. “We have no money. Taking this 
break really hurt us financially,” Win¬ 
ter says matter-of-factly. “We have no 
momentum. We’ve got some things on the 
fire, but nothing’s clicking or happening. 
We decided to just take it back to basics- 
go back to songwriting, go back to doing 
things ourselves—the way we used to do it. 

... We have to do this ourselves. No one is 
going to be there to catch us if we fall.” 

It’s this mentality that spurred the idea 
of a three-city residency. “It’s reconnect¬ 
ing; it’s saying hello to Southern California 
formally with our new songs,” Winter 
explains jubilantly. “This is kind of like 
‘let’s see what people think.’ If they’re dig- 
gin’ it, we’ll know by the end of June, and 
if they’re not, that doesn’t mean that’s a 
final thing_We’ll keep making music.”

Terminally 

Jokesters 

T erminally III doesn't give a fuck who 
they piss off. What else would you 
expect from OC punkers barely old enough 
to drink legally? 

The Anaheim punk-rap outfit booked 
a show scheduled for May 26 at Slidebar 
and promoted it with a flier that read, 
"Please, no date rapes, no homeless," 
printed alongside the show details. When 
the band arrived for the gig, the club man¬ 
agement told them it was no-go; the event 
was canceled. 

"We were just trying to be funny 
and retarded, just like how we are, you 
know, and they didn't find it very funny, 
apparently," singer Ryan Risetter says. 
Indeed. Slidebar owner Jeremy Popoff 
confirmed that Terminally III have been 
blacklisted from the club, calling the 
group's smack-talk "beyond unprofes¬ 
sional" and "immature." 

And it's not just that Fullerton venue. 

Unit B in Santa Ana won't book them either, 
Risetter says, because the management 
doesn't like that they say "fag" and "fag¬ 
got" in many of their tunes. 

The band insist this sort of language 
isn't hate speech. They use it to mock the 
North County/Inland Empire "909 Bro" 
culture—the main target in the band's 
breakout music video, "The Bro Anthem," 
which features the band cruising in raised 
pickup trucks, ripping bongs, getting jacked 
on Monster energy drinks chased with 
Extenze pills, and spouting lines such as 
"What's up, bro, sag your dickies low, and 
we'll lift our fucking trucks about as high as 
they can go. We'll mob out to Glamis; we'll 
mob out to Havisu. We'll all mob out and get 
some Orange County tattoos." 

It's some pretty funny shit, actually (trust 
me, YouTube it), and pissing people off has 
been the band's modus operandi since the 


very beginning. "The band's name is Ter¬ 
minally III, and that's already making fun of 
people who die," Risetter says. A valid point. 

"When people see us, it's like, 'Oh, these 
white kids are going to rap. Are you fucking 
kidding me? Are they retarded?'" Risetter 
says. "If we don't make fun of ourselves 
immediately, then we come off as these 
kids who actually think they're hard." 

This is a requisite for white-dude bands 
that rap, even ones that are just as much 
punk rock; if people think you want to be 
taken seriously, it's pretty much game over. 
It is important to be ridiculous. 

Terminally III address that in their video 
"White Boy Problems," which laments 
Asher Roth and Harry Potter spoilers, plus 
ironically name-drops Darius Rucker. They 
show themselves getting ridiculous in the 
video for "Box of Wine," a hardcore, punk- 
party ode to binge-drinking Mom's Franzia. 
The "Act Sick" video gets in your face with

fuck-you stanzas and low, tight camera 
work. Every song the band has recorded 
thus far has a video, each produced pro 
bono by Kyle Cox, a close friend of the 
band. "If you just have songs on a CD, it's 
so hard to get people to care about it," 
Risetter says. "The only way we ever got 
any recognition is through our videos." 

This attitude gets to the heart of what 
Terminally III are all about: getting off on 
dick and fart jokes, so long as they have 
a solid core of fans laughing with them. 
"Fame for a punk band would be like Gut- 
termouth or Bloodhound Gang, where 
they're known for being ridiculous," Riset¬ 
ter says. "It would be sick if we went to 
play shows around the U.S., and a bunch of 
people showed up."

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Chaine Gang 

Free Moral Agents exhibit their growing 
strength on Chaine Infinie

T here are plenty of people who will 
pick up the new Free Moral Agents 
record, Chaine Infinie, and remark 
how the sound and style of Ikey Owens’ 
studio project has blossomed into such an 
unexpected full band experience since the 
release of their sophomore album, 2010’s 
Control This. No longer a hazy collection 
of jazzy, knob-twiddling production work 
from the former Mars Volta keyboardist, 
the rumble of live instruments and the 
emotional depth and range of vocalist 
Mendee Ichikawa are such a major leap 
forward and will no doubt attract a whole 
new group of fans. Of course, Long Beach 
fans know better. They’ve watched the 
band perfect their dub-slathered, experi¬ 
mental rock for the past several years. 

And their sonic progression is well-doc¬ 
umented via loose recordings; YouTube 
videos; and the lore that exists in streets, 
record stores and cafes any time you 
mention Free Moral Agents to those who 
frequent the Seventh Street bar scene. We 
sat down with Owens to talk about how he 
captured the band’s ever-evolving sound. 

OC Weekly; Your first record , Everybody’s 
Favorite Weapon, is very much a solo vision 
as far as you controlling every aspect of the 
production and the music. Years later, what 
is it like letting the reins go and making this 
more of a band effort? 

Ikey Owens: We always write together, but, 
like, in this case, Mendee cut her vocals by 
herself. I wasn’t even there. Jesse [Carzello] 
cut his vocals and guitar by himself. For a 
lot of the recording, I was purposely tak¬ 
ing myself out of the situation and letting 
everyone reserve more control and more 
authority. It has always been a collective 
vibe, but this time around, all of the people 
in our band are great producers as well. 
Mendee is a producer; Jesse is a producer; 
our drummer, Ryan [Reiff], is a producer; 
Dennis [Owens], the bass player is a DJ and 
producer—you don’t have to micromanage 
so much when you have good recruiting. We 
all share in the responsibility of this record. 
Did you dedicate a solid block of time to 
this recording, or were you doing it before 
you started touring with Jack White as 
his keyboardist? 


When we started the record, it was before 
I started touring with Jack [White], so 
we actually had the EP and the album 
recorded. We’d gotten maybe 70 percent 
of the work done as far as tracking. Then 
Miguel Happoldt from Sublime went in 
and did dub mixes of all the songs, and 
then we brought those back to the Com¬ 
pound recording studio [in Long Beach], 
and then we put those mixes through 
a real soundboard, just did it, like, old- 
school, Jamaican style. I’ve really been 
influenced by Jamaican music, especially 
in the past two to three years. 

During this three-year span between records, 
has any thing specifically helped bring you 
guys closer as a band while you were work¬ 
ing to get your new sound out there? 

Touring brought us together. We toured 
2010 and 2011 pretty hardcore, and now, 
whenever we get together, it’s like we 
never left. So the way we recorded was 
like an offshoot of our touring experi¬ 
ence. I was the only one who’d been on 
tour before that. And when you’re going 
through an experience like that, it gives 
you a chance to really see what people are 
made of. 

What techniques that you picked up as a 
producer for other bands helped you refine 
your own process with Free Moral Agents? 

I did a record with a band called Melvoy, 
and they were like the Killers—total pop- 
radio rock. We did all the cut-and-paste 
Pro Tools stuff, all the stuff I always 
hated. But I did it, and it sounded really 
good and was really interesting, even 
though it’s pop and you can’t really push 
it too far. I was thinking, if I could do 
this to my own music, I could make this 
drum sound crazy. It woke me up to the 
boundaries I hadn’t really been pushing 
because I’d been doing things just bass, 
drums and guitar. And then working with 
Miguel on my stuff, we mixed everything 
the oldest way possible—it went from 
40-50 Pro Tools tracks down to eight 
tracks and analog, and that was it. I’ve 
been doing a lot of analog recording with 
bands, so I kind of took the best of both 
worlds with this record and tried to give 
that to my band.

E stablished musicians composing film scores is noth¬ 
ing new. Some of the best scores from the past 50 
years have been penned by pop stars; consider Bob 
Dylan’s score for Pat Garrett £t Billy the Kid, Danny Elf- 
man’s whole career and Queen’s legendary Flash Gordon 
soundtrack. With the rise of various indie studios during 
the past decade, we’re starting to see even more opportu¬ 
nities for bands to experiment with their sound by creat¬ 
ing a feature score.

TIM DELAUGHTER, 
THUMBSUCKER 

While the film suffers from being part 
of the deluge of adolescents-coming- 
of-age kick of the mid-2000s, Mike 
Mills’ Thumbsucker gave Polyphonic 
Spree front man Tim Delaughter—who 
took over the score after the passing 
of Elliott Smith—a chance to explore 
the band’s trademark whimsy, layering 
it next to the melancholy turns of the 
film. The lighthearted results remind 
you of the Spree’s previous works, while 
the starker aspects hint at Delaughter’s 
future output.

Even though it was disqualified for Oscar 
consideration due to the Radiohead guitar¬ 
ist/keyboardist’s use of an arrangement 
from his previous soundtrack for Body song 
and a work from Brahms, Johnny Green¬ 
wood’s engaging score blends so perfectly 
with Paul Anderson’s film that it has earned 
a spot alongside John Williams’ best work 
as a recognizable, lasting score.

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METAL ALBUMS TO LISTEN TO 
BEFORE YOU DIE 


SIMPLIFYING THE UNIVERSE WOULD BE EASIER

I have been a heavy metal fan for more than 50 percent of my existence. But when 
you’re talking about the all-encompassing musical genre known as “heavy metal,” 
you might as well be talking about something as infinitely vast and complicated as 
the universe, especially for the uninitiated. 

Between traditional heavy metal and its many subgenres—black metal, thrash, 
death metal, grindcore, etc.—there seems to be an eternity of music out there, from the 
younger up-and-comers to old-school favorites that stand the test of time. After hours 
upon hours of listening, serious contemplation, and the flipping of a coin, I managed 
to come up with a list that, although definitely biased toward more aggressive and 
extreme forms of heavy metal, still highlights some amazing albums that contain solid 
musicianship and, above all, great songs. 


MERCYFUL FATE, MELISSA 

How could I have any sort of 
legitimate discussion about anything 
metal without including one of the most 
revered vocalists in the genre, King 
Diamond? This debut album, released 
by Mercyful Fate in 1983, is a classic for 
anyone who’s into heavy metal. Melissa 
was definitely ahead of its time. This 
record presented Diamond’s evil, the¬ 
atrical sound. Interestingly, Diamond 
was the first to use corpse paint on his 
face as part of his live act, and the songs 
on Melissa (and later releases) paved 
the way for black metal, power metal, 
thrash metal and even major acts such 
as Metallica, Megadeth and Slayer, 
among a countless horde of others. 

POSSESSED, SEVEN CHURCHES 

Seven Churches, the 1985 debut 
album from Possessed, is pivotal to the 
entire subgenre of death metal, and 
founding member, bassist/vocalist Jeff 
Becerra is even said to have coined the 
term in 1983. It’s also the title of the 
last song on this record. To this day, 
this collection of songs are revered as 
not only the first death metal album, 
but also the missing link between death 
metal and thrash metal and even—some 
might argue—black metal. Original 
guitarist Larry LaLonde (now in the 
band Primus) buzzes through heavy- 
hitting songs such as “Burning In Hell,” 
“Pentagram,” “Evil Warriors,” “Satan’s 
Curse,” and the smashing, evil yet 
melodic first song, “The Exorcist.” 

ANGEL WITCH, ANGEL WITCH 

This self-titled album by British 
band Angel Witch was an integral part 
of the New Wave of British Heavy Metal 
movement. With the sounds now known 
as traditional heavy metal, this 1980 
release is a timeless piece of music that 
came before heavy metal was brutal, but 
that doesn’t mean it wasn’t dark. With 
songs such as the classic title track and 
others—including “White Witch,” “Sor¬ 
ceress,” “Atlantis” and the final song, 
“Devil’s Tower”—this album is an epic 
heavy-metal classic. 

B CANNIBAL CORPSE, THE BLEEDING 

This was the Florida-based death 
metal band’s last release with original

vocalist Chris Barnes, and it remains 
one of the sickest, most brutal death- 
metal albums ever recorded. Even 
though the album came out in 1994, 
everything about it is still extreme, 
from the musical insanity, speed, bru¬ 
tality and technicality to the lyrics, 
artwork and song titles. Fans were 
pleased—and critics were repulsed—by 
such over-the-top songs as “Fucked 
With a Knife,” “Force Fed Broken 
Glass,” “She Was Asking for It” and 
“Stripped, Raped and Strangled.” Accu¬ 
sations were made by some that the 
titles went too far, but the band have 
always insisted it was the same form 
of entertainment as a horror flick and 
should never be taken literally. 



TYPE 0 NEGATIVE, DEAD AGAIN 

Here’s an instance where I can 
foresee some die-hard Type O Nega¬ 
tive fans getting angry over the fact I 
chose the band’s final, seventh album 
(released in 2007) rather than an ear¬ 
lier release, often praised as the band’s 
best work. But I argue Dead Again 
is the band’s most powerful, ironic 
work of their career. This album is an 
example of art imitating life (or, in this 
instance, death). Sadly, this was the last 
album Type O Negative would release. 
Front man/vocalist/singer/composer 
Peter Steele died of heart failure at age 
48 in 2010. 

REPULSION, HORRIFIED 

Horrified is the only full-length 
album released by Repulsion. Recorded 
in 1986 and released in 1989, Repulsion 
weren’t a typical death-metal band. 
Hailing from Detroit, the band’s founda¬ 
tion includes Celtic Frost, Hellhammer, 
Discharge, Venom, Bathory and early

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Slayer. This hybrid of hardcore punk 
and the early stages of death metal is 
what made them stand apart, and once 
the drumming became faster, a new, 
more extreme form of metal was cre¬ 
ated: grindcore, a hybrid of hardcore 
punk and sped-up death metal. There 
is little doubt Repulsion were among 
the first to incorporate super-short 
songs, brutal vocals, blast beats, shred¬ 
ding solos and punk-like choruses. 
Napalm Death, Exhumed, Pig Destroyer, 
Cephalic Carnage and countless others 
in the death metal/grindcore genre have 
praised them as the forefathers of grind. 



MOTORHEAD, MOTORIZER 

I know I am going to get a ton of 
shit for including an album by Motor- 
head not made early in the band’s career. 
Send me all the hate email you want. 

By no means do I intend any disrespect 
for any of Motorhead’s early releases, 
including but not limited to their 
eponymous debut, Overkill, Bomber ; 

Ace of Spades, Orgasmatron, etc. The 
band’s 19th studio album, Motorizer was 
released in 2008, when Lemmy was 63, 
the age at which most people are get¬ 
ting ready for retirement. But from the 
sounds of this record, Motorhead were

far from ready to call things quits, and 
these songs are full of fist-pumping rock 
& roll that transcends punk rock, tra¬ 
ditional metal and thrash metal. It still 
sounds like classic Motorhead. 

0 CRYPTOPSY, NONE SO VILE 

This is an extreme metal album, not 
for the faint of heart. Uncompromising 
doesn’t even begin to describe its sound 
and impact on the listener. This is Cyp- 
topsy’s second album, released in 1996, 
and features vocalist Lord Worm, bassist 
Eric Langlois, guitarist Jon Levasseur and 
drummer Flo Mounier. Clocking in barely 
more than a half-hour, the record is full of 
riffs that are not only punishing, but also 
catchy and filled with groove, giving the 
listener a collection of songs that can eas¬ 
ily stick in your head. 

DISSECTION, STORM OF 
THE LIGHTS BANE 

I admit, I have a bias for some good, 
old-fashioned, church-burning Scan¬ 
dinavian black metal from the ’90s. 
While I cannot disrespect albums by 
bands such as Mayhem, Emperor or 
Immortal, I decided to go with Dissec¬ 
tion’s 1995 classic, Storm of the Light’s 
Bane. This record is simultaneously 
symphonic and overtly satanic. It is 
possessed by both a melodic spirit and 
an evil, dark entity that emphasizes 
eerie feelings and a macabre mood. 
From the onset, the instrumental intro 
allows listeners to enter into a trance, 
as the thundering, Gothic, slow guitar 
riffs fade away, then build up from 
the first track, “Night’s Blood,” to the 
concluding song, “No Dreams Breed 
In Breathless Sleep.” Instantly, Dissec¬ 
tion-founded in Sweden by guitarist/ 
vocalist Jon Nodtveidt in 1989—found 
their niche among dark, extreme, anti- 
Christian-themed metal, first starting 
out as a thrash band, then evolving into 
an evil, melodic, blackened death-metal 
group with a distinctive dual harmony 
guitar sound. 

□ SLAYER, REIGN IN BLOOD 

It’s not only appropriate to include 
Slayer in this list, but it’s also fucking 
mandatory. Unfortunately, the heavy- 
metal community is still grieving over 
the May 2 death of founding guitarist 
Jeff Hanneman due to liver failure. 

Even without Hanneman’s tragic, 
untimely passing, this album would 
have been at the top of the list. Released 
in 1986, Reign In Blood is unmatched 
in its rage, speed, attitude and overall 
thrash-metal brilliance. Its 10 tracks 
brought heavy metal to a new level, 
plain and simple. From the opening 
track (and quite possibly both Slayer’s 
and thrash metal’s best song ever), 
“Angel of Death,” to the last, “Raining 
Blood,” there is never a dull moment 
in the 29-minute musical cacophony 
that pretty much set the standard for all 
metal bands after them. Reign In Blood 
is a record that will get you headbang¬ 
ing till your nose bleeds and amped-up 
enough to jump into a mosh pit, even if 
you are alone in your bedroom.

Ed’s Stumble Inn: Motivating bar rats to exercise 

and gamble since 2009 


S o you’ve been to pub crawls, 

but how about a pub cycle? Ed’s 
Stumble Inn in Fountain Valley 
has been hosting one for a couple of 
months now, with bicyclists stopping in 
for a drink there, as well as four other 
bars, until everyone is wobbling, resem¬ 
bling kids riding without their training 
wheels. Pay the Stumble a $10 entry fee, 
and you also get to play poker—each bar 
gives you a card, and the highest and 
lowest hands win at the end of the night.

I rolled up 
to Johnny’s at noon, and the entrance to 
the bar was already lined with dozens 
of bikes—a funny sight because a row 
of motorcycles is a more fitting sight 
for the front of this dark cow-punk 
bar. Joe Huguenin explained the rules 
while participants pre-hydrated, and 


then we hopped 
on our bikes. I 
wonder what we 
looked like to 
passersby—stu¬ 
pid hipsters?

Rehab- 
bers? The guy 
carrying the 
dead humming¬ 
bird he found on 
the side of the 
road didn’t help 
our cause at all. 

The first stop 
was the Stumble, 
where the 
young-lady bar¬ 
tender explained 
the ropes: pace 
yourself, stick to 
beer and don’t 
be the idiot who 
falls. For some

to the bar, Huguenin went around to let 
us draw cards. I started off strong with 
a queen of clubs. But before I was even 
done chugging, we were off. 

We rode 2 miles down Magnolia 
Street to Fitzgerald’s Pub. Despite warn¬

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J ust after 1 a.m. on June 3, a nonde¬ 
script, single-mast sailboat cruised 
into Newport Harbor. It’s unclear 
what about the vessel seemed suspi¬ 
cious—or for how long the U.S. Coast 
Guard had been tracking it. But, for 
whatever reason, crew from a 45-foot 
response boat attempted to board 
the craft. Instead, the sailboat’s pilot 
quickly steered to the right, running 
aground on the beach. While Coast 
Guard agents docked their boat, two 
men jumped 
from the sail¬ 
boat to the 
sand and ran 
away. 

Inside the 
abandoned 
ship, agents 
found what authorities say were 
between 80 and 90 bales of mari¬ 
juana. Investigators with the multi¬ 
agency Los Angeles Border Enforce¬ 
ment Security Taskforce (LA BEST) 
are working the case, hoping to learn 
the identities of the smugglers. But 
given the size of the haul (which has 
not yet been quantified by authori¬ 
ties), the location of the sailboat’s 
rendezvous with the Coast Guard (a 
few hours’ sailing distance from Mex¬ 
ico) and the name of the task force, 
it’s safe to assume the yacht wasn’t 
coming from Eureka. 

In the past several weeks, federal 
and local authorities have shut down 
dozens of medical-marijuana dispen¬ 
saries (first in Anaheim, then in Santa 
Ana and Garden Grove) in the wake 
of a May 6 ruling by the California 
Supreme Court that held that cit¬ 
ies have the right to ban such clubs. 
Which is another way of saying that 
pot has become a lot harder to come 
by, at least for those who prefer to do 
so legally under state law. 

While the DEA and local law 
enforcement waste resources fighting 
pot dispensaries operating in the open 
because they think they are protected 
by state law, the cartels and their ilk 
continue to profit. Earlier this month, 
federal prosecutors charged a New 
York man, Allesandro Taloni, with 
helping Canadian and East Coast mob 
families smuggle Canuck weed into 
the U.S., where it was sold on the black 
market to raise cash for purchasing 
cocaine from the Sinaloa cartel. 

As this week’s epic pot bust in 
Newport reveals, OC’s ongoing potpo¬ 
calypse is really just a sideshow, and 
the cartels are laughing all the way to 
the bank.
